THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Greenfield, in the County of 
Hillsboro, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, in said Greenfield, on 
Tuesday the fourteenth day of March next, at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


I. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the 
same. 


3. To hear the report of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Road Agents, 
Overseer of the Poor, School Board, Library Trustees, am Auditors, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to repair highways. 

5. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of public library in addition to what is re- 
quired by law. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate twenty-five 
dollars for the Veterans’ Association of Greenfield for Memorial Day. 


7. Tosee if the town will authorize the selectmen to hire a sum of 
money to pay town debts. 


8. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to sell the old 
road machine, or take any action relating thereto. 


9 Tosee if the town will vote to choose a board of three trustees 
to have charge of the trust funds held by the town for the care of 
cemetery lots, and administer the same, and elect such board of trus- 
tees, fix their term of office, and define their duties, or take any action 
relative to the care and management of said trust funds. 


10. Tosee if the town will vote to bring water from the Peavey 
reservoir, so called, to a point, and erect a watering trough near the 
Wallace corner, and raise and appropriate money for the same, or take 
any action relating thereto. 


II. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to set 
poles and wire for electric lighting, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same, or take any action relating thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to make 
some satisfactory arrangement in regard to a Kennel License, or take 
any action relating thereto. 


13. Tosee if the town will vote to purchase a lowering device, 
raise and appropriate money for that purpose, or take any action 
thereon concerning the same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the amount 
of money necessary to secure State Aid for the permanent improve- 
ment of highways under the law passed at the January session of 1905. 


15. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting. 


‘16. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation fora a 
of ten years any property now acquired or may be acquired in town by 
the Brantwood trustees, or take any action thereon concerning the 
same.
